Wasuinetox, D. C., March 8.—There has 
been during the day a great deal of talk 
about an extra session of the Forty-seventh 
Congress, Dut these reports are based either 
on the fears of the Democrats that there will 
be one, or upon the wish of an interested 
lobby that there shall be. The Democrats 
are very much opposed to an extra session, 
and they seem to care very. little whether or 
not the debt shall be refunded, provided 
that they can retain the petty -patronage 
of the two Houses .of Congress.

THE NATIONAL BANKES, 
THE DESIRE THEIR’ MONEY BACK. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 8.—The first 
important decision which Secretary Win- 
dom will have to make will be upon the ap- 
plication of the National banks which depos- 
ited lawful money to retire their circulation 
and their bouds during the recent flurry, to 
withdraw their lawful money, and to have 
canceled their application for the retirement 
of their circulation and the withdrawal of 
their bonds. The banks, which have seen their 
mistake, now that the Funding bill failed 
to become a law, are making des 
perate efforts to have the decision: ren- 
dered in their favor. It is not so much a 
matters of expense, as, under the fourth 
section of the act of June 20, 1874, which is 
not repeaied, they could take out new circu-

New York Tribune, March 7. 

The Forsyth Street Methodist Episcopal 
Church celebrated its ninety-first anniver- 
sary Sunday. Next to the John Street 
Church it is the oldest Methodist Episcopal 
church in the city. It was erected in 1780 on 
land which was co from Tories and 
sold by the Government to a man who subse- 
quently sold it to the church association. In 
1888 the church was rebuilt, and in 1874 the 
front wall was taken down, and the pulpit, 


which was in the rear, is now where once 


was the side. What was formerly the width 
is now the length of the church, and the 
audience-room is now oniy seventy feet by 
fo feet. Mementoes of the old church, 
however, remain in the windows, a clock, 
the pulpit, altar-rail,and an old arm-chair, 
which Bishop Asbury occasionally oc- 
cupied. The wealth of the church 
was once large, and in those days 
it had a membership of 1,400. The building 
had a seating capacity of 2,000. Gradually, 
as members died and others moved up-town, 
the Society dwindled, and an effort was 
made to endow the chureh by building four 
large five-story tenement-heuses on its land. 
Depreciation in the value of real estate and 
in rents resulted in the accumulation of a

Tur foreign papers which have come to 
hand contain the “true inwardness“ of the 
recent resignation of Count Eulenberg, the 
German Minister of the Interior, which the 
telegraphic dispatches announcing the event 
failed to give. It appears that the Deputies 
had sent up a bill to the Upper House vest- 
ing the supervision of communal self-ad- 
ministration in the District Council instead 
of in the Landrath, as the Government had 
originally proposed, and Count Eulenberg 
declared himself on behalf of the Ministry 
in favor of the change. After the bill was 
offered a subordinate of Prince Bismarck 
rose and read a document prepared by his 
master, which was regarded by the House as 
adisavowal of Count Eulenberg. The lat- 
ter immediately resigned. Count Bismarck 
was alarmed at the resignation, went before 
the House ahd explained that the docu- 
ment was not intended for the House 
at all, but for the private instruc 
tion of the Ministry, and that his subordinate 
had made a gross error in reading it. He at- 
tempted to conciliate Eulenberg, but at last 
accounts without avail, and, worse than this, 
the bill was approved in the Upper House, 
and the tables were turned against Bismarck, 
who, in his speech, pleaded the baby act, and 
claimed that No one was more convinced 
than his Majesty the King that he had not 
only no more faithful, but also no more de- 
voted servant than himself (the Chancellor), 
not only in his capacity as a State official, 
but also in that of his being a Prussian vassal 
of the Electorate of Brandenburg and mem- 
ber of a family who had loyally served the 
ruling dynasty as long as it had been in the 
country.“ 


THE NEW CONGRESS. 

While the new President and his Cabinet 
officers are busily engaged in arranging the 
manifold preliminaries of a new Adminis- 
tration, and while the officeseekers continue 
to throng the White House, the Departments, 
and Senate Chamber, there are only two 
subject? of political import that are dis- 
cussed in Washington. One relates to the 
organization of the Senate, and the other to 
the prospects of an extra session of Con- 
gress. 

The Democrats have continued caucusing 
as to the filling up of the Senate Commit- 
tees, and there is an indication that they 
have abandoned the purpose, if it was ever 
seriously entertained, of postponing the or- 
ganizing till the complement of Republican 
Senators shall be present.

The talk ot an extra session that has been 
rife during the past few days seems to be en- 
tirely without foundation. It is certain that 
the President and his-chief advisers are op- 


posed to an extra session, though the subject 


has not yet been canvassed at a meeting of 
the Cabinet. ‘The failure of the Punding bill 
would alone be a sufficient provocation for 


convenmg Congress at an early day, but the 


Treasury Department is advised on all 
sides and is inclined to the belief that 
it will be able to take up and cancel 
the $200,000,000 of 6 per cents that shall be 
subject to call after May 1. Notwithstand- 
ing doubts that have been recently expressed, 
it?s believed there isample authority of law 
for the sale of the $104,000,000 of 4 per cents 
that remain under the old Funding act, and 
these can unquestionably be disposed of 
at a high premium. An amendment was 
also attached to the Sundry Civil bill, 
at the instance of Senator Bayard, which 
authorizes the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to use all the 
of the Government as he may deem 
proper to go into the market and 
buy bonds. It is estimated that 890,000. 
000 of the 6 percents can be taken up in this 
way before the next regular session. If these 
estimates be correct, the resourees of the 
Treasury will be in excess of the require- 
ments for the redemption of the outstanding 
6 per cents, and the saving in interest will, 
under such procedure, probably equal the 
saving that would be made under a new 
Funding law embracing both 6 and 5 per 
cents, after allowing for the delay that wouid 
occur in securing its passage and the cost of 
an extra session, ä 
There are other considerations that weigh 
against an extra session. It is felt that a re- 
assembling of Congress this spring would 
lead to financial disturbance through pro- 
longed discussion and uncertain results. The 
new Congress will be very close in any 
event. There are and will be within the next 


few days several vacancies on the Repub- 


lican side; at any rate in the seats held by 
Messrs. Conger, Frye, and Morton. Mr, Kas- 
son has uot yet returned from Vienna. Spe- 
cial elections may not fill the vacancies for 
several weeks. The Republicans are as- 
sured of their ability to organize the House 
with a full membership on their side. They 
have a majority of one over Democrats and 
Greenbackers combined, and may count on 
Hyatt Smith’s vote, the Independent suc- 
cessor of Chittenden, from the first, 
and will also receive several of the Green- 
back votes if there be such a struggle as to 
endanger the election of a Democrat, But it 
will be imprudent to hazard the organization 
of the House pending the Republican vacan- 
cies. If the Senate should be organized by 
the Democrats, now, and an adjournment 
forced without completing the confirmation 
of the Executive nominations or the ratifica- 
tion of the Chinese treaties, that event might 
suggest a reason for an extra session of Con- 
gress which does not now exist, though the 
Senate alone could be again called together ; 
but such a course will be opposed by the 
Democrats of the House, who desire to retain 
their Oongressional patronage as long xs 
they can. The chances are against an extra 
session of Congress, as the sentiment of the 
country certainly is. ‘

THE OFFICESEEKERS’ RA!D ON GARFIELD. 

It is related that the bewitching Circe when 
she had restored the followers of Ulysses to 
human shape, in a spirit of mischief threw 
a handful of acornsamong them. There- 
upon, the veracious chronicler avers, they 
fell down simultaneously on their hands and 
knees and began grubbing with their noses 
for their accustomed food. Something like 
the same spectacle has been presented in 
Washington the last few days by the droves 
of hungry officeseekers who have captured 
the Capital and besieged the Executive Man 
sion. Such “a mad rush for the hog-trough”’ 
has not been known before for twenty years; 
and, taking the growth of the country into the 
account, it is probable that even Lincoln was 
not subjected to so severe a pressure as that 
which Garfield is now called upon to resist.. 
There have been 10,000 applications for office 
put on hie; and by actual count there were 
500 officeseekers at the White House in per- 
son yesterday, lying in wait fur the President 
and driving him out of all the public rooms 
of the Executive Mansion. 

The chief characteristic of the professio nal 
officeseeker is engrossing selfishness. Not 
one of the 1,900 persons who encamped in 
the White House yesterday stopped for a 
moment to reflect, or-would care if he did, 
that if his hopes were realized he would in 
all probability turn a better man adrift. 
Many a poor clerk who has been struggling 
to lift the mortgage on his house, or perhaps 
a needy widow, or a soldier’s orphan, would 
be obliged to look for some other employ- 
ment if half the sturdy beggars who infested 
the White House were gratified in their de- 
sires. The officeseekers have forgotten that 
the Republican party is stillin power. The 
persons they are seeking to displace are 
Republicans; and if any class has suffered 
and bied for the good of the party the pres- 


| ent incumbents of the offices have done so. 


On what grounds of equity or common sense 
should they be turned adrift to make room 
for a hungtier set? They have served long 
and well, have experience and capacity, and 
their integrity has been tested by years of 
service. It would be foolish as well as cruel 
to give their places to others without good 
cause assigned. 

The mistake those officeseekers have made 
in undertaking their guerrilla raid on Wash- 
ington is in assuming that the new President 
isin sympathy with the machine order of 
politics. They imagine that he is dominated 
by the Bosses; that he has transferred the 
appointing power to the Congressmen, and 
has reduced himself to the condition of their 
recording clerk, to sign commissions for the 
fellows they may appoint, and that he will 
reparcel out the offices down to the smallest 
Gaugerships to the “ workers” and the men 
of “inflooence” who have packed the cau- 
cuses with a constant eye to the main 
chance. There never was a greater mistake 
than this estimate of the President’s charac- 
ter. He never has been an officeseeker. No- 
body ever accused him of being an adept in 
working the Departments. He was the 
most unskillful man in getting patron- 
age for himself or his constituents in Con- 
gress from Ohio. That whole class of duties 
alleged to be remotely connected with states- 
manship was distasteful to him. He did not 
shine in it and never emulated nor envied 
the accomplishments of others. How can it 
be supposed, then, that he will submit patient- 
ly to the scandulous raidsof petty politicians, 
made outof the regular course, directly upon 
himself? His inaugural address shows that 
he believes in permanency in the minor of- 
fices, and his choice of a Cabinet indicates

THE STAR-ROUTE ABUSES. 

Something in the nature of a scandal was 
developed in Washington yesterday, which 
revives the Star-Route abuses. The charge 
is made by one Hinds that Mr. Brady, the 
Second-Assistant Postmaster-General, who 
has the supervision of this branch of the 
Post-Office Department, was guilty in a spe- 
cific instance of receiving a bribe, or a share 
of a so-called “commission,” which was 
paid to a broker for increasing the compen- 
sation for a certain special route, and for ex- 
cluding bona-fide bidders at a lower rate. The 
particulars of this alleged transaction will 
be found among the Washington dispatches. 
It is proper to say that the man who bsings 
the charge has been classed among the dis- 
appointed contractors, and was formerly 
suspected Df corrupt practices in connection 
with the same service, and that the proof is 
not clear as to the particular case which he 
now produces, At the same time his affi- 
davit and letter supply new evidence in a 
general way of the abuses which have long 
been suspected in this branch of the 
Postal Service, and suggest the wis- 
dom of an entire reorganization of 
the Department. It is said that this 
case was brought to the attention of the late 
Attorney-General, who did not see fit to 
prosecute it, and that it only failed of inves- 
tigation at the hands of the late Congress 
because it could not be brought before that 
body in time to complete the necessary ex- 
amination. It should be the basis of a thor- 
ough scrutiny under the new Postmaster- 
General. The appointment of Mr. James 
as the head of the Post-Office Department 
has been accepted throughout the coun- 
try as an assurance of an efficient 
and skillful as well as honest manage- 
ment of the Postal Service in all 
Its branches. There is reason to believe that 
this Department was the weakest during the 
Hayes Administration. Judge Key seems to 
have left the management of the Depart- 
ment to subordinates, of whom Tyner and 
Brady were the chiefs, and Mr. Maynard has 
not had the opportunity to institute any re- 
forms, no matter how capable he may have 
been. But Mr. James is an expert and a 
specialist. The personal management of the 
New York Post-Office, with which he 
has been trusted during many years, 
and the intimate relations which he 
has had with the Government Depart- 
ment, have given him the experience 
to proceed intelligently as well as honestly 
in the overhauling of the service which is 
believed to be necessary. If he has been in 
any doubt as to the advisability of making 
changes, the case in band will serve to show 
him his duty, whatever its real merits may 
be, for it is at any rate a confirmation of 
public impressions of irregularities and 
abuses which have been sufficientiy indi- 
cated in past revelations to demand 
vigorous overhauling. No one who has 
given the slightest observation to the Star- 
Route system can doubt that large amounts 
of money haye been and are being squan- 
dered in that branch of the service, and it 
should be the first business of Postmaster- 
General James to investigaté the charge of 
abuses, and to give the country an assurance 
of protection against similar suspicions in 
the future.

ENGLAND'S NEW COLONIAL POLICY. 
The decision of the English Government 

to grant an armistice to the Boers, pending 
its further arrangement of terms of peace to 
be offered them, is at variance with its prac- 
tices hitherto while at war with its rebellious 
colonists, and indicates, as clearly as any- 
thing can, a determination to back out of 
Jingoism. It is evidently beginning to dawn 
upon the minds of the Ministry that the Beac- 
onstfield policy of unlimited heterogeneous 
annexation is a dangerous one, and that En-» 
gland’s present possessions are large enough. 
The decision to retire from Afghanistan, 
after a war which has caused a heavy loss of 
life and cost a hundred millions of dollars, to 
suspend the building of their railroad to 
Candahar, and to retire behind their “ scien- 
tific frontier” is another instance of this 
policy. Thereis no question of the wisdom 
of this step in Asia. It will enable the Brit- 
ish to husband their resources and to con- 
centrate their forces in India, and, better 
than all else, it will tend to conciliate 
the Afghans and make friends instead of foes 
of them. In the event of an approach to 
the frontier by Russia. in any way that men- 
aces India the Afghans are likely to become 
their allies, and to dispute the passage of 
the Russians across their territory, whereas 
if the English should retain their occupation 
of Afghanistan they must inevitably make 
enemies of the inhabitants. 

The new policy in African Transvaal af- 
fairs, following so closely upon the Afghan 
retrograde policy, shows that the Govern- 
ment feels it to be safer to retire in a meas- 
ure, and to patch up a peace with them that 
will give them a quasi-independence, and 
perhaps bring them under a British protect- 
orate, rather than to crowd them to the wall 
and subjugate them in the face ot that Euro- 
pean sympathy which is so freely expressed. 
This decision is not to be understood as ex- 
pressing the conviction that they have not the 
right on their side. When the Transvaal 
Republic was annexed in 1877 its armies 
had been beaten by neighboring tribes, its 
Government was in a state of anarchy, and it 
was financially bankrupt. The English Gov- 
ernment, by the subjugation of the Zulus and 
Secocceni}s tribes,.has relieved them from 
danger from that source. The British Treas- 
ury paid the interest which the Boers owed 
on monéy borrowed in Holland, and which 
they could not pay, and there is no question 
that they have violated the stipulation made 
at the Sand River Convention that slavery 
should not be allowed among them. in the 
interview with Mr. Forbes, which was 
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The English Blue- Book says:

In the same year, the Duke of Bucking- 
ham wroteto Pretorius, the President of the 
Transvaal, warned him that it the Boars 
continued to violate the anti-slavery article 
Great Britain would hold herself discharged 
from her obligations under the convention,“ 
and as late as 1876 laws were passed by the 
Boers establishing a state of quasi-slavery, 
which was in direct conflict with their pre- 
vious stipulations. Such evidence as this 
goes to show that England was warranted in 
annexation, and. that there was no very de- 
cided hostility to the annexation is shown by 
the fact that e was accomplished without 
any show of force. 

This, however, is not the point urged at 
present. The English Government is not 
engaged so much in justifying its war 
against the Boers, as it is in finding ways and 


ublic, 


the responsibility of the Transvaal colony, 
upon the. general principle which we have 
stated—vamely: that she has extended and 
stretched out her possessions too far to be 
safe, 

The Romans at one time in their history 
reached the same wise decision, They found 
that if they continued their policy of annexa- 
tion they would soon extend their possessions 
to tho Uitima Thule, and could not hold them 
except at ruinous expense. So they fixed 
their boundaries, and decided .that they 
would not go north of the Danube or east of 
the Rhine, and they maMitained those bound- 
aries for centuries. England is in exactly 


cate that she is guing to adopt the same 
policy. Mr. Gladstone realizes that the Gov- 
ernment has too many tronsin the fire, and 
that it is madness to scatter the power of 
England in distant parts of Asia and Africa, 
while the Irish troubles, the European polit- 
ical questions, and the final distribution of 
Tufkey, and perhaps a general European 
war consequent thereupon, call for the 
husbanding of resources and the concen- 
tration of power at home, The Colonial 
policy hitherto has been as fatal as it would 
be for a man to attempt to build a pyramid 
with the apex at the base. It is only a ques- 
tion of time how soon the structure would 
topple over, and it is only a question of time 
how soon the same disaster will overtake 
England if she continues spreading out to 
all parts of the worid on so narrow a base.

The controversy on the report of Mr. 
Crump, the British Consui at Philadelphia, 
concefning the namber of hogs that died in 
lilinois in 1879, is entirely sensational. Much 
indignation has been expressed because that 
officer made such a report, when the official 
facts sustain the figures, with a qualifica- 
tion with which that gentleman was unac- 
quainted. 

‘The total number of hogs reported by the 
Assessors in May, 1879, in Illinois was 2,799,- 
051; marketed, 2,543,278 hogs, of a total 
gross weight of 702,102,812 pounds, 

During the year, according to the official 
statement, there died in Lilinois, from hog- 


| cholera and other causes, that is, died on the 


farm,—676,738 hogs and pigs, having a gross 
weight of 49,326,591 pounds, The total num- 
ber of fat hogs sold and of the hogs and pigs 
which died was 3,220,016,—exceeiling the 
number as assessed in May by nearly half a 
million. The numberof hogs assessed for 
May, 1880, is 8,133,657, 

The average weight of the hogs and pigs 
that died in 1879 was only seventy-three 
pounds, showing that the bulk of them died 
when small, and that the mortality did not 
‘extend very heavily into the family of fat 
hogs. It will be seen, therefore, that, in- 


litter, and before reaching one-fourth of 
their ordinary growth, the number was small. 
compared with the 6,500,000 of hogs on hand 
and bred during 1879, It is no more than the 
ordinary average loss by death among swine 
when bred in such numbers as they are in 
Illinois. 

But the more important consideration 19 
that these hogs and pigs died on the farm, 
and formed no part of the pork herds that 
enter the packing-houses, or make up the 
pork known to commerce. No hog that is 
diseased can make the journey to Chicago 
by rail and live; no hog that is sick or dis- 
eased can make that journey and deceive the 
merchants who buy healthy animais for 
packing. A sick hog, a disabled hog, is de- 
tected in an instant and separated from the 
herd, is sold to the manufacturers of grease, 
and is never permitted, even if it were phys- 
ically able, to enter the packing-house. In 
this city. where some 6,000,000 of live hogs 
are bought and slaughtered annually, the 
packers buy by the droves; ranging as high as 
several hundred animals im a lot; they pay 
for all they buy at the price of sound, healthy 
hogs, and are not likely to be deceived into 
paying full price’per pound for even one hog 
whose market vaiue is one-fourth of that 
price per pound for the grease-pot. 

So thoroughly bred is the hog of this day 
that it is impossible for a sick one to escape 
detection. Itis more delicate than ‘its an- 
cestors, and any physical infirmity becomes 
so evident that it cannot be palmed off upon 
any one at all acquainted with the animals 
as sound or in good condition. In this re- 
spect we copy from thd Planter 
and Farmer à paper by Mr. F. J. Emery, of 
Iowa, whieh has @ direct bearing on this 
subject. The article is headed, The Hog 
Improved to Death,” and is as follows:

JEWETT SPEAKS FOR THE RAILWAY 
EIA ds. 


The Ratlway Age of this city, a paper de- 
voted to rallway interests, recently ad- 
dressed a series of questions to the four great 
railway magnates of the country;— Vander- 
bilt, Gould, Jewett, and Roberts,—intended 
to elicit a defense of the monopolies, Presi- 
dent Jewett, of the Erie Road, has made re- 
ply, and, as the others are silent, itis a reason- 
able presumption that Mr. Jewett speaks for 
the other three as well as for himself. Mr. 
Jewett’s letter is long, somewhat. labored, 
but, on the whole, ingenious. It consists 
chiefly of evasions, but here and there is to 


be found a gleam of frankness, and wherever 
Mr. Jewett is frank he is wrong. He denies 
emphatically, for instance, that the Congress 


has any right whatever to legislate on the 


subject of railways, By this denial he vir- 
tually establishes the supremacy of the com- 


bined railway monopolies over the National 


Government; for it has been demonstrated 
that no one State is strong enough to con- 
tend against the aggressions of great railway 
companies banded together, as they always 
are, for mutual protection. He tries to get 


around the plain provision of the Constitu- 


tion authorizing Congress to regulate com- 


merce between the States, by saying that he 
believes this provision was intended to 
authorize Congress to legislate only upon 
questions of difference arising between 
States, and to prevent any one State from 
embarrassing, by legislation, commerce be- 
tween citizens of different States, or the giv- 
ing of citizens of one State advantages over 


those of another in any commercial] transac- 


tions.” The provision of the Constitution 
embraces all this, undoubtedly, and more. 
It is not limited to this alone; it includes 
inter-State common-éarriers, which are rail- 
roads, and Mr. Jewett will find that the drift 
of all the recent decisions is in that direc- 
tion, as far as the question has come before 
the Courts. Abler and less-interested law- 
vers than Mr. Jewett take direct issue with 
him as to the power of Congress under that 
provision to regulate commerce between the 
States, and they scout the narrow construc- 
tion he places upon the American people 
acting through the National Legislature. 

Mr. Jewett's argument against the right of 
National regulation is hardly worth consid- 
ering, He makes the threadbare assertion 
that if Congress may regulate State railways 
it may regulate the business of private Indi- 


viduals, “buying, selling, producing, or manu-, 


facturing,” ete. He entirely ignores the por- 
tentous fact that railways are common earriers 
by law, and that in the building of every raul- 
way the right of eminent domain has been 
invoked, and that if the Nation cannot re- 
strain or regulate the exercise of that right as 
against the State, the State may become su- 

preme. For if the State may make a grant 
with whiclfthe Nation under no circumstances 
can interfere, it may, by collusion with 
its creature, the corporation, practically pro- 
hibit all commercial intercourse by the usual 
channels of trade, not only between its citi- 
zens and the citizens of adjoining States, but 
between the citizens of other States, across 
its territory. 

It is idle to say that it would de fatal to the 
prosperity of the railway company to adopt 
such an arbitrary course. It is a question of 
right, not of expediency. The people of the 
Nation and of the States are not to be re- 
duced to the miserable condition of depend- 
ence upon the whim of a corporauon which 
owes its existence to their voluntary ac}. 

Mr. Jewett says graciously that he is not 
opposed to all legislation,—that is to say, he 
admits the right of the State to legislate, and 
proceeds to specify several uniniportant sub- 
jects upon which it may act, But he is em- 
phatically “ opposed to any legislation [even 
by the State] which interferes with the de- 
tails of their management,’”’—meaning the 
right to charge what they please, to discrim- 
inate as much as they choose, and te do 
whatever they have a mind to. This is cor- 
porate independence with a vengeance, It 
will be observed that Mr. Jewett strongly 
rese mbles the man who was in fator of the 
Maine Liquor law, but opposed to its en- 
forcement. 

The reason of his opposition is also queer: 
“Because I believe such interference 
would be detrimental] to both the public{?] 
and the railways, without producing any 
corresponding good.“ 

Itis much to be desired that the time shall 
speedily come when railway Presidents will 
be content to speak for thamselves and leave 
the public to speak for itself. After traveling 
all around the subject without giving utter- 

ance to anything but meaningless twaddle, 
Mr. Jewett lays down this proposition: 
»The State, however, has no right by legis- 
lation to impair the value of the franchise of 
the railways or of their property, unless 
there js such a public necessity as would 
justify compensation therefor.” This is 
equivalent to saying; Let us alone, or buy 
us, watered stock and all.” 

Observe this proposition of the President 
of the Erie Road. Now, if the Legislatare 
ean rightfully, thereafter, redace these 
charges by any regulation itmay seem proper 
to adopt, it carr reduce them to such an ex- 
tent as to impair, if not render wholly value- 
less, the securities so owned by the indi- 
vidual citizen.” Very well; if the Legisla- 
ture may not make such regulation as it may 
seem proper to adopt, perhaps Mr. Jewett 
will tell the public what is to phevent the 
railway. company from charging such a 
price for the transportation of wheat, for 
instance, from the place of production to the 
place of market as to “render it wholly 
valueless,’’

Talk with an Ohio Offcial—The stan- 
dard Monopoly — Some Oleaginous 
Dodges. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicaco Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., March 7.—I had something of 
a talk yesterday with one of the Deputy Oil-In- 
spectors of this State. “The little companies 
are giving the Standard a good deal of trouble 
of late,“ he n. 

“Is that so? In what way?” I asked. 

“Oh! they are doing a good deal of business, 
and they don't hold to the Standard’s scale of 
prices.” 

Do you think the recent decision in the courts 
here against the Standard gave the opposition 
any courage?” 

“I think it gave them considerable courage, 
and I really believe the time is coming. whea the 
business will not be wholly in a few hands, as it 
now fs.” 

Can you tell me something about the recent 
cases you have found of aduiteration and mix- 
ing of ots?“ 

“One of the most interesting cases we have 
had lately was with a ürm called the Electric 
Ou Company. 1 met one of their men ou the 
road, and he told me a great story about a new 
method ‘they had of refining oil by running it 
through some kindof an electric machine. I 
visited the works, and they still carried out the 
original story there, and told me they could re- 
fine oil so it would stand a very bigh test. They 
had a certain apartment, however, which they 
didn't propose to let me enter. That was the 
secret place wherein the electric machine was 
located. I finally.-pursuaded them that I bad a 
right as a State officer to enter this room; and, 
when I had got in, 1 found nothmg of the kind 
they had described whatever. They fnally had 
to admit that the story of the electric ma- 
ebine was simply an invention for the sake 
of making a good ort to sell the 
oi. * I was not very well pleased with 
this, or the miserable appearance of everything 
found around the establishwent; and finally 1 
told them that | would test some of their oil. I 
found that, instead of standing the test they 
nad claimed for it, their oll would flash in the 
cup long before even the Onio test was reached. 
Il bad the parties indicted on several counts, 
and theic cases will come off before the Craw- 
tord County Court before many weeks.” 

“What can you say about the Odilo test as 
compared with that of other States!“ 

It is lower by several degrees than that of 
either Indiana or Michigan.” 

* Oil that is to be sold in the State of Michigan 
or Indiana must have a special test, then!“ 

*OCertainly. All we look after is to see that 


the oil that is to be sold in this State will bear 


the test of this State.“ 

“Isn't this very often dodged in one way or 
another?” 

“TIT should say it was. It would take too loug 
to ro into all the details of the various plans 
that are devised. But they are well iliustrated 
by a firm that is doing business here in this city, 
and which now has au indictment or two hang- 
ing over ite head in the Common Pleas Court. 
The law is very strict in the matter, and imposes 
a fine for even removing the bung of a barrel 
after it has been tested by the laspector. The 
law rewulates that the oll that is to be used in 
lamps on board vessels snall stand a very high 
test.—muvh higber than that of the common 
domestic olf. The Captain of a vessel at this 

t summer bought,a barrel of oil 

in question, as the best 

ship-oil high test, and paid, for 
it 3 fore ever leaving the port 
one of his lamps filled with this oil exploded. 
The Captain called my attention to the matter 
and I took samples of the oil and carefully tested 
it. 1 found that it would not stand the usual 
Obio test, and began to investigate for the pur- 
hy such oil had 
been sold. 1 made up my mind that it was a 
regularly concocted thing. and that the firm 
was in the habit of violatmg the law in many 
ways. They were arrested, and the case was 
fuliy enough made out against them; but in 
some way they slipped out ef it. They didn't 
learn wisdom by this, however, as one would 
have expected, but were up to fraud again at 
We discovered that the 
were n the habit of getting oi! of a certain firm 
bere in the city, but, instead of taking it imme- 
diately to the sheds at the depot, they invaria- 
bly took it first to theirown warerooms, and then 
paid for a second cartage to the sheds. This we 
knew must mean something, and we set about 
to discover what. Finatly a large lotof oil was 
reported to us at Toledo, which was below test, 
and bad in every way. It bad been shipped from 
a certain refinery, and had passed through the 
tirm in question, and bore their trade-mark. 
Everybody about the establishment claimed 
that things were ali right; but finaily a young 
man who was employed there gave it all away. 
Hie said that the tirm bauled the oil from the 
finery to their warehouse, and there the barreis 
were elevated to the second story, unbunged, 
and their contents dumped into a large vat. 
Other oll of far inferior grade was also placed 
in this vat, and then from the bottom the mix- 
ture was drawn out, and placed in the barrels 
that had been tested and stamped with tho In- 
spector’s seal at the refinery. In this shape the 
oil was shipped.” 
“That was a pretty serious violation of the 
law.“ 
“| should say so. It is a violation on several 
points. dthink the firm will bave to suffer 
seriously for it; but they may find some way 
out. The law, however, makes the second of- 
fense much more serious than the first. It is 
astonishing bow muecn risk dealers will run in 
that way for the sake of a little paltry profit.” 

* What is your idea about that new process of 
refining that was sajd to be abie to get so much 
out of so little crude oil?” 

„% haven't heard very much of it of late; but 
my opinion is, that there is nothi great in it. 
It doesn’t seem reasonable that it can do 80 
much as they claimed for it. It may be some- 
thing of an improvement over the oid method; 
but even that must be demonstrated.“ 

„How do you think the Standard was pleased 
with — Lioyd’s article in the last Altlantic 

onthiy?” . 

“ [know they didn't like it, although I have 
heard no one say anything about it. They are 
not pleased with publicity of that kind. ey 
don’t like to have anything published either for 
or against them. ou have noticed how very 
irttle there is iu the oot gt about them. 
They make special efforts ia this direction. I 
have been over there to their works, in the dis- 
charge of my duties, every few days for several 
years past, and yet I don't kam anything about 
their management. It is almost impossibie to find 
out even who the officers are, it is the most 
iron-bound institution 1 ever saw. They 
look upon everybody with suspicion who comes 
around, and will hardly give me the necessary 
information without a fight. When the strike 
occurred several years ago, and it was expected 
every hour that the infuriated army of striking 
Bobemians would attempt to burn the works, 
there was a constant guard kept upon reporters; 
and in no instance I think, did a single one get 
inside of the great inclosure. There are curtain 
places where any one can go. like the paint- 
shops or the general offices; but, so far as get- 
ting in to know anything about the workings of 
the machine, that is allowed to noone.” 

“ They are more independent than ever since 
the construction of their pipe-line from the oil- 
regions, are they not? 

A Very much so. They feel that they are now 
beyond the reach of competition; that, before 
any other firm can come into the marketagainst 
them, they must expend a million or more of 
money in a pipe-line also. All such things, of 
course, it the Standard to put the screws a 
little — down on the neck of the publio.

Thursday at noon we left St. Paul by the pop- 
ular route for Chieago. The sun shone brightly, 
and, though we heard rumors of troubie farther 
East, there was nothing in the sky to warn us of 
the approaching storm. Quickly we reached 
Hudson; then stopped a few moments at Baid- 
win, to partake of an excellent lunch. A little 
after 4 p. m. we arrived at Eau Claire, situated 
at the Junction of the Eau Claire and Chippewa 
Rivers,—one of the largest lumber-manufactur- 
ing towns in the State of Wisconsin. We had 
supper at Merriilan, where the Green Bay & 
Minnesota Raliroad crosses the Chicago, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis & Omaha Raliroad. Soon after we 
encountered the storm that was working from 
the East, and then we began to travel slowly; 
the farther East we proceeded, the heavier the 
fall of snow. Near Camp Douglas we overtook 
a freight-train that was unable to move. Our 
train baited and the engine went to its relief, 
and, after much labor, the two locomotives 
moved the freight-train forward and side- 
tracked it so that we could pass. It was mid- 
night ere we reached Elroy, and there orders 
were received to hold the train. 

Our party in the Pullman sleeper was a pleas- 
ant one. We had a polite and accommodating 
conductor in Mr. Van Buskirk, and George, the 
porter, was ever ready to obey the slightest wish 
of any of the passengers.

Mr. Foster, a dry-goods merchant of Fargo, 
formerly of Boston, Mass.; Mr. Rohrback, of 
Stillwater, Mion., on his way to Chicago to pur- 
chuse his spring stock; Mr. Lambert, a travel- 
ing representative of Keith Bros., Chicago, who

of his father, John W. Garrett, who 
is now in England, bas been playing with some 
very warm coals of fire,and had his fingers 
badly burned. When it was first announced 
that he entered asyndicute with Gould at 
its head, railroad men said he would come 
out at the small end of the horn, and 
now they say he bas done so, for this action of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad covers not only the 
control of the Philadelphia, Wilmington & 
Baltimore, but it is thought to cover as well the 
control of the Delaware Western bill Just passed 
by the Legisiature of that State. Col. M’Comb’s 
negotia ons with the Pennsylvania authorities 
evidentiy have this end in view. and, it this is 
accomplished, it will effectually block the Balti- 
more & Onio Railroad Company in the construc- 
tion of a competing line between Philadelphia 
and New York. Baltimore . merchants 
have hothm good to say of the 
management of the Baltimore & Ohio, and 
think that the check which the Baltimore & 
Ohio bas received will be to the interest of this 
city. The news of the action of the Penusyl- 
vania Railroad caused a decline of % in Balti- 
more & Onio stocks.

Bautrmore, Md., March 8-—The announce- 
ment that the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
had secured a controlling interest in the Phila- 
delphia, Wilmington & Baltimore Railway Com- 
pany, when it bad generally been decided that 
the Baltimore & Ohio had captured the prize, 
created great surprise in busines circies 
here to-day. Considerable excitement 
prevailed at Camden Station. Mr. Robert Gar- 
rett left early in the day for New York to look 
af tor the interests of bis road in the great strug- 
gie for supremacy between the two mammoth 
lines. Vice-President John King, Jr., of Cincin- 
nati, was closeted all day with the other officials 
at Camden Station. 

When your representative asked Vice-Presi- 
dent William Keyser what he thought about the 
turn affairs had taken, he replied: “ Well, the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company seems to have 
secured a controlling interest in the Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington & Baltimore Road; at least 
forthe present.“ 

“Would you be willing to state how this was 
brought about?’ queried the reporter. 

“Yes, I will ten you how. The Baltimore & 
Ohio Railway Company madea contract with 
certain parties which I myself saw drawn and 
signed, and now these parties have violated 
that contract. Some time since Mr. Garrett and 
Mr. Haven, the lattér a wealthy New York 
banker, and representing the New Jersef Cen- 
tral Road, made contract with Mr. Natnaniel 
Thayer, Secretary, of Boston, who had been 
identified with the Philadelphia, Wilmington & 
Baltimore Company, for the purchase of 116,000 
shares of the latter Company at the rate 
of $70 per share. The arrangement was 
suggested by Mr. Enoch Pratt, of the Philadel, 
phia, Wilmington & Baltimore Company, and 
pushed forward by him until compieted. That 
contract was regularly executed, and no doubt 
existed at that time on the part of 
Messrs. Garrett and Haven and their friends 
of Thayer's ability and intention of carrying out 
the agreement to the letter. At the instance of 
Mr. Thayer both Mr. Garrett and Mr. Haven 
were elected Directors of the Phitadeiphia, 
Wilmington & Baltimore Road on Feb. B, the 


day after the transaction was con- 
summated in New York. Ali of the par- 
ties interested in the above road at 


that time looked upon the Thayer agreement as 
certain to be executed. Thayer, however, is 
now in ill-health, and it is alleged at the time 
this agreement was made Mr. Thayer was suf- 
fering with an acute attack of a disease which 
his friends claim injured his ability to 
attend properly to business. It is understood 
that there is a disposition on the part.of Mr. 
Thayer's friends to consider the contract not 
binding. in the meantime, si the agree- 
ment was made, a committee of Bostonians rep- 
resenting a large interest in the stock of the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington & Baltimore Company 
issued a circular to the stockholders recom- 
mending them to confide their stock to the 
Committee, and to give the Committee author- 
ity to treat for the sale of the controlling inter- 
est ia the road. Gaining their point, the Com- 
mittee chen disposed of the stock stock piaced 
under theincontrol to parties in the interest of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company.” 
after concluding his statement the reporter 
asked Mr. Keyser if he could say how the new 
arrangement would affect the Baltimore & 
Ohio Company 80 far as traveling their 
cars over the former road, but Mr. 
Keyser said he conid not say anything 
definit as to what arrangement would or could 
be made. All those matters rested with Mr. 
Garrett, who would no doubt be able to protect 
the interests of the road he represented.

Thayer's * influence over the stockholders 
of the Philadeiphia, Washington & Baitimore, 
who had shares to sell, aud Mr. Thayer failed to 
inspire these stockholders with confidence and 
achieve the object for which he had contracted. 
When Mr. Thayer proposed to these stockbold- 
ers to sell they put him off with promises, 
while at the same time, for obvious reasons 
they formed a pool adverse to the Thayer in- 
terest. One of these reasons may have 
been a desire to secure more per 
Share than the syndicate offered. Another 
may have deen that the body of the 
stockbolders com posing the pool were friendly to 
other interests than those of the syndicate.

the Boston Syndicate. While the purchasing 
parties will not become owners of the stock 
until the date of payment, the control of the 
road will practically be with them from the 
present time, as the existing Board of Directors 
will undoubtedly, in their administration, fol- 

ow the suggestions of the Directors of the 
Pennsylvania Road. The contract of Mr. 
Thayer with the representatives of the Balti- 
more & Obio Railfoad to deliver to them a con-

‘CAPT. EADS. 


He is Shortly to Go Traveling—He Has 
Implicit Faith in Mis Ship- Railway 
Scheme—If the United States Govern- 
ment Will Not Assist Him He Will 
Appeal te England. 

Sr. Louis. Mo., March 8.—Capt. James B. Eads, 
who arrived hore yesterday, will start for Mexi- 
co in a few days to have his Teheuntepec grant 
confirmed by the Mexican Congress. He will 
then go to Tampico; where some of his engineers 
are surveying the harbor for the United States 
Government. Thence he will proceed to the 
isthmus, where he will spend a month and make 
a thorough inspection of the route for his 
ship-railway. This done, de will sail for San 
Francisco, and,as Consulting Engineer of the 
State of California, examine the mouth of the 
Sacramento River. From there he goes to. Ore- 
gon, where he will inspect the mouth of the Co- 
lumbia River and Humboldt Bay. He will then 
return to St. Louis, and shortly afterwards visit 
Toronto, where be will inspect the harbor at the 
invitation of the British Government, after 
which he will sail for Engiand and Holland. 

Capt. Eads is thoroughly sanguine that his 
ship-railway scheme will de successful His ad- 
vices from Mexico are even more favorable than 
he anticipated. He has three parties of éngi- 
neer now at work on the isthmus, and rapid ad- 
vance is being made in the surveys. The Mexi- 
can Government is also aiding him in having 
eight engineers and a gang of seventy laborers en- 
gaged in surveying and cutting a passage twelve 
feet wide-through the forest trom a point on the 
Uspanapa River, thirty-five miles from the Gulf, 
whore the raliroad is to begin, to the pass in the 
Cordilleras, sixty mifes distant. 

Capt. Eads says the reason why he feels so 
sure that his railway will be built is because 
there are three possibilities, either one of which 
is almost a certainty.

phia, in regard to the mortality from cholera 
among bogs in this State did not meet yesterday 
except informally. They may hold a meeting 
to-day, but decided to postpone the matter yes- 
terday, partiy to see the result ot the action 
taken by Eastern parties interested in the trade. 
A member of the Committee has discovered an 
error in the reports made by the Illinois Agri- 
cultural Bureau, which is sup to be the 
source of the difficuity. It appears that the of- 
ficial statement for 1880 shows that 227,000 gogs 
died in this State from cholera and other dis- 
eases, or 46,000 more than in i879. A circular, 
said to bave been issued from the same quarter, 
last September stated that 676.000 died in 1879. 
It is supposed thas the British Consul got bold 
of this circular, and telegraphed to his Govern- 
ment the absurd statement which is making all 
the trouble. Nor do the correct statistics any- 
how indicate that the 227,000 hogs died from 
cholera alone, for the average weight of the 
dead was but 100 pounds, which proves that tne 
number must have included many thousand 
hogs which dropped off from exposure when 
very young, as many do every year. 

Some people on the Board think the Consul 
has been purposely deceived by unscrupulous 
speculators in Philadelphia or elsewhere, who 
have hunted up these reports and induced him 
to make use of them, expecting they would have 
an effect on prices. 

The news received from Washington yester- 
day and the discovery of this absurd mistake in 
the reports reassu operators in a large méas- 
ure, @nd the vision market advanced. New 
export orders for meats were received from 
Germany and England, which would indicate 
that neither the Germans nor Johnny Bull are 
afraid to eat American hog meats. in France

portion to his or ber loss or injury or his or her 
pro rata share thereof.

But 
whether the other bill became a law or not, 
he could see no objection to the bill, the ob- 
ject of which was certainly praiseworthy. 

Herrington, of Kane, attacked the measure, 
on the ground that it created an extra ex- 
pense and illegally saddled it upon the 
State. 

Weber, of Cook, couldn't see that these re- 
ports were to be printed at the expenseof the 
State, but he had -heard that some of the 


Purk Commissioners were in town and 


could understand why they were opposed to 
the measure. In conclusion he merely 
wished to remark that the gentleman from 
the First District had a bill in, which was 
intended to apply only to the South Park 
Commissioners. If reports were a good 
thing, they ought to be general, and not con- 
fined to one section of the city. 

Harris, of Cook, the gentleman aliuded to, 
denied that he bad any special interest in or 
acquaintance- with a particular Board of 
Park Commissioners. All that he desired 
was that the reports should be made to a 
body near at home, and near to the hearts of 
the people. Lf there were any Park Com- 
missioners in town, he didn’t know it. 

The motion to restore the bill to the order 
of second reading prevailed, and the House 
proceeded to take up 

GREGG’S APPELLATE COURT SCHEME, 
more commonly known as the bill to encour- 
age litigation and provide work for the legal 
craft. The bill provides, in brief, for written 
opinions and appeals in all cases, instead, as 
now, of written opinions only where the 
judgment of the Court below is reversed, and 
appeals in cases where the amount at issue 
exceeds $1,000. 

Gregg took the floor to bolster up his 
scheme for all he was worth. A man of 
good abilities, a sharp, rattling talker, he 
did it well. The written provision was de- 
fended on the double ground that writing 
made the accurate man, and that attorneys 
should have the opportunity to investigate 
the reasoning and the conclusions of the 
Court and challenge them if they deemed 
them incorrect. To help himself out, he 
cited instances of 

ERRONEOUS DECISIONS 

by the Court, which were subsequently 
modified when the Court’s attention was 
drawn to them. In short, the agreement 
seemed to be that the Appellate Court 
Judges were not accurate men, and ought to 
be looked after by the more accurate 
practitioners at the Bar,—something which 

as impossible if they wrote no opinions in 
affirmed cases. On the question of unlimited 
appeals, the author of the bill exalted the 
right of appeal as one that was fundamental, 
and cracked up the bill as one in the interest 
of the people. 

Mitchell, of MeLean, said he had failed to 
find any excuse for such a bill. The Ap- 
pellate Court had done its work well, en- 
abling the Supreme Court to go a long way 
toward catching up with its work, and to 
cripple its usefulness in the way of 
dispatching business by passing such 
a bill as this was all wrong. 
In conclusion, Mr. Mitchell cited some fig- 
ures obtained from the Clerks of the Supreme 
Court in answer to the resolution of his 
adopted a week or so ago. The figures 
showed, in brief, that the number of cases 
taken under advisement for final determina- 
tion during 1880 was 270,—in other words, 
they hadn’t caught up with their work to 
within that figure. The wisdom of the pres- 
ent law, he continued, prevented any greater 
piling up of business, but a bill like the pres- 
ent, which proposed to let down the bars, 
would simply render the Appellate Court 
useless and interfere with the business of the 
Supreme Court, which even at this late day 
had not caught up with its work. 

Yancey, of Macoupin, another of the class 
of lawyers who 

BELIEVE IN THE RIGHT OF APPEAL 
rom a Justice-shop up; used up half an hour 
to boost the bill. 

Mann, of Vermilion, opposed the bill in his 
usual clear and incisive way. The written- 
opinion provision was argued at some length, 
and dismissed with the remark that when a 
man was killed he didn’t care to know what 
killed him. The disposition to appeal was 
sufficientiy developed now, but to open the 
doors entirely and allow appeals in every 
case was to destroy not only the efficiency of 
the Appellate, but to clog the business of the 
Supreme Court. ‘The very fact that the de- 
cisions of the Appellate Court Judges, 
according to this bill, were not to be final 
would naturally tend to make those Judges 
less careful than they would be if they knew 
that there was nota higher court to review 
their cenclusions,—in other words, it would 
tend to make them less independent. 

LITIGATION WAS FREE AND PLENTY 
enough now,—so free, in fact, that the aver- 
age man with a case involving the possession 
of a biack-and-whitt pig couldn’t rest until 
he had exhausted all his rights. Under this 
bill he could go from the Justice-shop to the 
Supreme Court. The present bill, instead of 
being in the interest of the poor man, over 
whoin its author almost shed tears, might 
work to his injury. By its provisions a cor- 
poration might fight the poor man from the 
Justice-shop to the court of last resort, so that 
the privilege of appeal could hardly be con- 
sidered an unmitigated good. 

Rock well, of Cook, op d the bill even 
more vigorously than he did when it was 
balloted on second reading, while Young- 
blood, of Franklin, did all he could to push 
it along, on the ground that

the right of appeal being about the most sa- 
cred thing left, ete. 

Yancey, who saw with concern that anum- 
ber of the friends of the bill were absent, 
moved to adjourn. motion was lost, 
and the roli was called ou the passage of the 
bill. Neither. side was as strong as might 
have been, owing to absentees, but the bill 
failed to receive the necessary 77 votes, and 
was laid on the shelf.

Wright, of Boone, wants the list of per- 
sonal property exempt from attachment and 
sale on execution from distress for rent 
enlarged so as to include one sewing-ma- 
chine, necessary furniture, tools, and impie- 
ments not exceeding $100 in value, materials 
and stock necessary to carry on business not 
exceeding $75 in value, implements or 
library of any professional person not ex- 
ceeding $100 in value, and, in addition to the 
above, where the debtor is the head of a family, 
the following necessary household furniture 
not exceeding in value $150: Cow and calf and 
two swine, one yoke of oxen or one span of 
horses used in obtaining the support of the 
debtor’s family not exceeding in value $175, 
and harness not exceed in value $25, nec- 
essary provisions and fuel for the family for 
three months, ecessary food for the 
stock exempted for the same period, Bibles, 
school-books, and family pictures, family 
library, cemetery lots, $100 wortn of 
other property to be selected by the debtor. 
The creditor, armed with an execution, writ 
of attachment, or distress-warrant, may take 
the articles enumerated by paying the value 
fixed by the bill, and, if the debtor refuse the 
tender, may levy upon and seli thei. 


WHEN THE HEAD OF A FAMILY DIES 


or deserts his family, the latter shall be en- 
titled to ali the benefits conferred upon him 
by the bill. No personal property shall be 
exempt from levy of attachment or execution 
when the debt or judgment is for wages. 
Any officer seizing an y of the articles exempt- 
ed is made liable in an action . — or 
double the value of the property legally 


taken. 

The Committee on Fish and Game intro- 
duced a bill to appropriate $4,000 for the Fish 
Commission. 

O. S. Cook, of Cook, introduced a bill to 
abolish distress for rent. It repeals all pro- 
visions of law for distress proceedings, but 

rovides that the landlord of premises leased 
or agricultural purposes shall have a lien 
upon the crops grown or growing upon the 
demised premises for the rent, such ‘lien to 
be enforced as liens upon chattels are now 
enforced by law. 

Parish, ot Cook, introduced 
THE MOST IMPORTANT BILL OF THE SESSION, 
so far as Cook County is concerned. All 
previous legislative attempts to correct the 
evils which have grown up in and from the 
Justice-shops of Cook County have struck a 
snag in the shape of a constitutional objec- 
tion or have met the aetive combined opposi- 
tion of the country lawyers, who saw in 
them a dire possibility that their business 
might be cut down if the jurisdiction of 
Justices of the Peace were limited in 
the several ways proposed. Parish’s bill 
proposed a simple and at the same time a 
constitutional remedy for the evils which 
have made justice in Cook County a by-word 
and a stench in the nostrils of decent people. 
In a word, Mr. Parish proposes to divide 
Cook County ih two J ce of the Peace dis- 
tricts,—the City of Chieare. forming ane of 
them and the remainder of Cook County the 
other, thus limiting the jurisdiction of a city 
Justice to the city, and, what is still more to 
the point, the jurisdiction of the country Jus- 
tice to the country. 

THE WAY HE GETS AT IT 
is by amending Sec. 1 of the Justice of the 
Peace act by inserting the following: The 
several counties in this State, except the 
County of Cook, and all that part of Cook 
County not included within the limits of the 
City of Chicago, and the City of Chicago, are 
hereby respective'vy constituted districts to 
the limits of which the jurisdiction of all 
Justices of the Peace is hereby limited.” 
The authority for all this is found in 
Sec. 21, Art. 6, of the new Constitution, 
which provides that “ Justices of the Peace, 
Police Magistrates, and Constables shall be 
elected in and for such districts as are or 
may be provided by law, and the jurisdiction 
of such Justices of the Peace and Police 
Magistrates shall be uniform.” Sec. 28 of 
the same article, which provides for the ap- 
pointment of Chicago Justices by the Gov- 
ernor, also 
RECOGNIZES THE DISTRICT FEATURE 
by distinctly stating that the appointees shall 
be “for such districts as are now or shal! 
hereafter be provided by law.” The bill 
does not in any way disturb any of 
the outside counties, which are erected 
ito districts whose limits are coextensive 
un the present county lines. It simply 
divides Cook County into-two such districts, 
one comprising the City of Chicago and the 
other all that portion of Cook County out- 
side. The old opposition from the outside 
counties is thus at once removed, for the 
reason that the bill does not propose to inter- 
fere with them in the slightest degree. The 
constitutional objection to all previous at- 
tempts to reform the present abuses is like- 
wise obviated, and the only possible op- 
position to the bill can come from such 
creatures as Dolton, the Cottle gang, and 
THE TRIBE OF CROOKED CONSTABLES, 
whose influence with the present Legisiature 
isn’t likely to go very far. In order to make 
the remainder of the act consistent with the 
foregoing amendment, it is further provided 
that on the first Tuesday in April, A. D. 1885, 
and at each quadrennial election for town 
oflicers thereafter, there shall be elected in 
each town in the aforesaid districts in coun- 
ties under township organization, except as 
to Justices of the Peace in the City of Chi- 
cago, in Cook County, on the Tuesday next 
after first Monday in November, A. 
D. 1881, and on the same day 
quadrennially thereafter, there shall be 
elected in each election precinct in the afore- 
said districts in counties under township or- 
ganization, two Justices of the Peace, etc., 
using the language of the present law. Sec. 
15 substitutes the word “ distriets“ for the 
word counties.“ as follows: “Justices of 
the Peace shail have jurisdiction in their re- 
spective districts in the following cases,“ ete.

JUSTICES OF THE PRACE.

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 8—The House 
Judiciary Committee met this afternoon and 
promptly recognized the value of Parish’s 
Justice of the Peace bill by deciame to re- 
portit back to-merrow morning with the 
recommendation that it do pass. The Com- 
mittee listened to Mr. Parish’s statements 
regarding the manner in which justice is 
travestied in Cook County, and to his ex- 
planation of the method by which he pro- 
posed to remedy the evil, The bill impressed 
everybody on the Committee with the feeling 
that the abuses 1n question were at last being 
attacked in a constitutional manner, and 
several of the members made it a point 
to personally congratulate the author on his 
success in as last hitting upon just the right 
thing, and to express the hope that the bill 
would pass at an early day. The Committee 
was unanimous in its recommendation, and 
its report will go into the House with the 
weight of authority that comes from the fact 
that nineteen of the dest lawyers in the 
House, 

WITHOUT A DISSENTING VOICE, 

favor its passage. Jucge Baldwin, Chairman 


orf the Committee, gave it as his opinion 


in a conversation with Tur TrRIsuNE 
correspondent afterwards that the bill would 
probably not encounter any opposition, 
so eminently just and proper were its pro- 
visions. Besides the lawyers on the Com- 
mittee, including Baldwin, Cowan, Mann, 
Yancey, Chafee, Gregg, and others, the bill 
meets the hearty approval of such men as 
Allen, Carter, Youngblood, Collins of Cook, 
and others, so that, as a matter of fact, the 
best legal talent on both sides of the House 
is enlisted in its favor and will work for its 
passage.

The House Committee on Drainage met 
this afternoon and listened to an argument 
by James P. Root in favor of the bill intro- 
duced at the instance of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation, and providing for the creation of 
sewerage districts. The points of the bill 
and the arguments in its favor were clearly 
adhd concisely set forth, but the Committee 
deferred action until its next meeting. 

THE POOL BILL.

Cnicado, March 7.—In the “Registre des 
Mariages of the Wallon Church,“ at Brielle, 
the first town in Holland that in 1572 succeeded 
in throwing off the Spanish yoke, reference is 
made to one of Joubert's ancestors. The 
register mentions that on the Ist of February, 
1688, in the Wallon Church, at Brielle, the mar- 
riage was consecrated of “Pierre Joubert, a 
native of De la Motte d' Aignes in Provence, and

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened weak and lrregular. There was 
a generai deciine in quotations of a pointor two, 
but subsequently an improved feeling made its 
appearance, and prices ciosed ata good recovery 
from the lowest point. But, compared with the 
closing prices of the day before, nearly the whole 
list has losses to exhibit.. At the close there was 
a shade of weakness, duc to the report that the 
Pennsylvania Road, in opposition to the Balti- 
more & Onio, had secured the Philadelphia & 
Wilmimgton Road. This put down the Ohios and 
Jersey Central. Union Pacific was active and 
strong on favorable reoorts about the business 
of the road, and the expectation of increase in 
dividends from 6 to T per cent. Transacuons in 
this stock has been enormous of late, according 
to usual precedents. This would indicate either 
a contest for the control or that the insiders 
were trying to make a market for stock. Short 
sellers of the Grangers and Western roads are 
becoming numerous. Everybody can see that 
the recent weather has diminished receipts and 
increased expenses. Only the experienced few 
can see that damaging facts, perceived by 
everybody; and sold on by ev@rybody, may make 
the best possibie basis for a rising market. The 
Hilinois Central is authoritatively reported to 
bave lost $124,000 during February over all re- 
ceipts. It is calculated, officially, that the dam- 
age to the Northwestern Road by the late storms 
has been $53),00. But it is also known that the 
business that has been accumulating for these 
and other blocked routes is enormous. The 
Northwestern tracks are now open to Lake Su- 
perior, Omaha, and St. Paul, and through freight 
trains will de started out to-day. 

Money was active in New York, and a commis- 
sion of 1-16 was charged atone time. On this 
point Day & Fieid say in their circular: About 
noon the Washington news was that the Treas- 
urer estimates that he will have $45,000,000 sur- 
plus revenue for the remaining four months of 
the fiscal year, The Sinking Fund requires $8,000,-

The Financial Chronic'e thinks that outside of 
the immediate market influences the prospect is 
not so good. Rall road earnings particularly are 
making a bad exhibit; or rather the railroads 
are doing very badly on what they do not exhibit 
— their expenses. The storms at the West have 
entailed immense expenses on the railroads, 
and it is estimated that the loss and dam- 
age on some of the Northwestern roads in 
January and February wili be almost equal to 
the net earuings in those months. It is again to 
be regretted in this connection that the railroad 
companies will not publish their expenses as 
well as gross earnings; the reports of gross 
earnings tor January, February, and March 
come out now, but we stall not have the ex- 
penses and net earnings till the annual reports 
are published, many of them a full year from 
this date. 

Congress and the weather the Bulletin of 
New York regards as the two disturbing ele- 
ments of the recent situation. Congress has 
gone, and the weather is going. As regards the 
mud roads, a week or two of the dry winds 
which this month ordinarily brings with it will 
work a transformation for the better in these, 
and restore to the country merchant bis usual 
facilities for moving merchandise from the rail - 
road depots. On the whole, therefore, how 
sluggish soever the situation maybe for the 
time being, the prospect ahead is the reverse of 
discouraging. If epring business is destined to 
be late, it is fair to presume that, as stocks of 
nearly all kinds of goods in the interior are 
much reduced, it will be well up in volume to 
the average of other seasons. A great deal of 
business will be crowded into a shorter space of 
time than last spring; moreover, it is safe to as- 
sert that, from present appearances, it will be a 
business upon a sound basis and free from the 
specutative risks which to a greater or less ex- 
tent characterized the commercial movement 
last year and the autumn preceding. 

The New York Times states that many saga- 
cious operators have recently been putting out 
short contracts, basing their expectation of lower 
prices on the market falling off in the earnings 
of many of the leading railroads, resulting from 
the snow-biockade in the West. The geftteral 
feeling of the street is, mevertheless, decidedly 
bullish, and much higher prices are confidently 
predicted for various securities.

SUPREME COURT JUSTICE. 


The Efforts Being Made by the Friends 
of the Hoa. E. 8. Isham in His Be- 
half. 

Mention has heretofore been made in Tus 

TRIBUNE of the movement which has been set 
ou foot looking to the appoiutment of the Hon. 
Edward S. Isham, of this city, as Assoviate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. The suggestion of Mr. Isham’s name 
has met with general approval among members 
of the Bar, and citizens generally who know bis 
probity, reputation, and legal attainments. A 
petition is being circulated which will be pre- 
seated to President Garfield setting forth Mr. 
Isham’s qualifications in detail and ure- 
ing his appointment. To this petition 
many names of the best — have been 
signed, including such as Emery A. Storrs, 
Judge Joba D. Caton, E. G. Mason, E. W. Rus- 
sell, Norman Williams, C. 
Hoyne, R. 8. 
Rosenthal. 8. B. Perry, J. P. Wilson, J 
Thompson, F. H. Kales, J. E. Smith, H. 
Shepard, H. W. Jackson, M. D. Hardin, Mark 
Skinner, M. R. M. Wallace, W. W. Farwell, F. H. 
Winston, W. H. Swift, A. M. Pence. W. C. Grant, 
H. W. Bisbop. B. D. 8 — W. C. Larned, 
John Mattocks, A. B. Mason, E. Walker, T. 
Schintz, D. B. Lyman, and many others. In ad- 
dition to this petition a large number of tele- 
grams and letters have been sent to Washing- 
ton, to the President, Senators Logan, Davis, 
and Edmunds, and Congressmen Aldrich, Davis, 
and Farwell, who it is believed will enter heart- 
ily into the movement. 

THE TRIBUNE bas already pointed out the fit- 
ness of appointing a Justice from the Seventh 
District, w has now been twice passed over.

To the President: The undersigned, members 
of the Bar in the Seventh Judicial Circuit of the 
United States, present some facts for the pur- 
pose of showimng that an Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court ought to be appointed from

An examination of thestatistics of business in 
the Department of Justice will show that the 
Federa: Courts for the Northern District of Tili- 
nois transact three times as much civil business 
as any other district in the United States, and. 
in the Seventh Circuit, a larger amount of civil 
business than any circuit. 

Illinois, Indiana, and Wisconsin, composing 
the Seventh Circuit, lie in the heart of the group 
of States in the Mississtppi Valiey,and are the 
centre of the agricultural region, with a com- 
merce second only to New York, and a rapidly 
increasing manufacturing interest. The pro- 
priety of piacing in the higheat judicial tribunal! 
one who, by residence and education, is familiar 
wild the customs, law, and business of these 
great States, will not be denied. There is now a 
representative from every circuit on the Bench, 
except the one embracing the Capital, to which, 
by usage, the Chief Justice is assigned, and the

While there is no constitutional or statutory’ 
provision requiring a Justice to be resident of 
the circuit as a qualification, nor a Representa- 
tive in Congress to be an inhabitant.of his dis- 
trict, yet the spirit of the Government and of 
American institutions is such that a non-resi- 
dent of a district bas never been elected to Con- 
Fer and, before the interruptions of the late 

ar, Justices of the Supreme Court were select- 
ed with reference to residence. The irregular- 
ity bas now been corrected except as to the 
Seventh Circuit. Until very recently two Asso- 
ciate Justices resided in the Third Circuit, and 
two, besides the Chief Justice, in the Sixth Cir- 
cult. In the last change the piace of one from 
the Third Circuit has been filied by a resident of 
the Fifth, but who, by education and practice 
in the profession, ig associated with the 
Sixth. e four circuits to which

— 5 In the afternoon a number of, the men 
called for pay due them for a single day's labor 
performed previous to the inauguration of the 
strike last week, and the feeling of dissat- 
isfaction with the situation became so apparent 
as to lead to a firm belief that some of the strik- 
ers will resume their places this morning. Still. 
it won't do to pin much faith to such plessant 
anticipations as the management seemed to be 
inspired with last evening. The Union men 
have had it their own way so long in this employ 
that they, and not the employers, assume the 
dictation, and do and act to suit themselves. 

Yesterday the ringleaders of the Union move- 
ment, headed by President Blair and backed by 
W. W. Bates, Eaq., rented ofice-room on South 
Water street, near Dunham 4 Hoit's ship- 
chandlery establishment, for the purpose of so- 
liciting jobs independent of the regular —— 
and working on the tive plan. Mr. Bates 
occupied the chair behiud an improvised desk as 
manager of the busuess. Flaming “shingies"’ 
were hung out, and scores of strikers lounged 
around the room waiting for sometiing to turn 
up, whivh it didn't, by the way. A committee, 
headed by President Biair, sauntered forth to 
sulicit work for their followers, with what re- 
sult is not known, exceptin the single instance 
of the Union Steamboat Company's propeliers. 
Capt. Shannon's answer to Mr. Blair's appeal 
amounted almost to a point- blank refusal, as it 
meant “wait till the cows come home.” It is 
said that the codperatives have given 
up the idea of pu mg a 
trolling interest Chicago Com- 
pany’s dry-docks and yards, and expect to con- 
clude arrangements for the use of Mr. Olcott's 
new marine dry-dock on Goose Island. It re- 
mains to be added that their terms for labor are 
$3.25 per day, or at the rate of $2.75 diem per 
capita and the customary commission of 50 
cents per capita charged by the regular yards.

DREDGING COMPANIES’ WORK. 

Harry Fox & Co., contractors, have completed 
at their yard, on Lighthouse Slip. a new dredge 
eighty feet long and twenty-séven feet wide 
which is pronounced stronger in bull and fasten- 
ings generally than any dredge now afloat in this 
vicinity. The main engines, two in num- 
ber, have twelve-inch cylinders, with fif- 
teen inches stroke. Besides these there 
are two swinging engines, with six- 
inch cylinders and twelve inches stroke. 
Steam-cylinders are provided for the spud 
hoists. in fact, everything in the shape of ma- 
chinery will be operated by steam, this motor 
entering even into the movement of the dredge 
from point to point. The new“ digger is pro- 
vided with iron trusswork of the most approved 
and substantial description. The launch is to 
take place as soon as the ice leaves the slip. Mr. 
Fox estimates the cost of the new dredge, com- 

lete, at $20,000. In addition to this dredge he 

us had the engine and boiler of the steam pile- 
driver thoroughly overhauled. The Company's 
tug Monitor is also receiving a rebuild, 
and herengine and boiler an extensive over- 
hauling. e cost of this last-mentioned work 
will not fall much sbort of $2, 

At the Chicago Dredging & Dock Company’s 
yard,on the North Branch, two new dump- 
ecows, each ninety feet long and twenty-four 
feet wide, are being built ata costof $5,000 
apiece. A similar amount of money is also be- 
ing expended in the reconstruction of a dredge.

Chancellor Crosby's article has proved very 
exhilarating to the religious papers. It has made 
very many of them intemperate in language, and 
has worked nearly al! of them into au undue ex- 
citement.

Another paper has 
accused the Chattcelior of prostituting Joseph 
Cook's platform, several others have called him 
unfair and dishonest, and one generally charita- 
ble, double-headed, free-to-all-go-as-you- please 
salvation journal has charged him with a love of 
bad whisky. Oualy the Interior, so far as wehave 
noticed, has deemed him honestand given him 
credit for good intentions. ‘ 

It is hard to understand what there is about 
the temperance question that makes men in- 
temperate in speech and sets temperate and 
pious editors crazy, 

Dr. Crosby isa “temperance” man in every 
sense of the word. He not only practices total 
ubstinence, but he has done more to abate the 
consumption of strong drink in New York than 
any other person or any other society in the 
city. Ale has made temperance and the eaforce- 
ment of tempernace laws 4 special 28 But 
he was invited to deliver a lecture in Boston, 
and choosing the popular theme with which his 
studies and efforts had made him most familiar, 
dared say his honest say about it. He does not 
believe that the wine of the New Testament is 
anything but wine, fermented. and intoxicating 
wine, and he said so. He thinks that the total 
abstinance movement has been marked by in- 
temperance of speech and action, and he said 
. He holds that in the present state 
of public opinion prohibition of fermented 
liquors in our great cities and in most of the 
towns is impracticabie, and he dared to advo- 
cate a law restricting the sale of liquors to light 
wines and beer asthe best practicable and én- 
forceabie legislation on the subject. For this 
deliverance he has been attacked by the total 
abstinence people witha virulence and bitter- 
ness that would seem to prove his statement 
that the advocates of the total abstinence sys- 
tem are intemperate. 

Without at this time passing an opinion upon 
the wisdom of Dr. Crosby's suggestions, the Alit- 
dance would. in the name of justice, enter a pro- 
test against the bandliing which Dr. Crosby has 
received, and plead for a decent treatment by 
temperance advocates of those who, with just as 
much desire for the progress of the temperance 
(coercive teetotal) cause, differ with the popu- 
iar 1 in regard to the manner in which it 
is to brought about. 

In the first place, it is but common courtesy 
and common decency to give every man who 
pays enough attention to the reform to have 
and express a decided opinion about it the cred- 
it of being honest im his views. We should have 
taken it fur granted thata man who had lived 
temperately before the public in a prominent 
position for a good many years, and had shown 
bis zeai in the temperance work as has Dr.Crosby, 
would have been safe from the charge of dis- 
honesty and tippling u iless he was convicted of 
stealing or was found drunk on thestreets. But 
it was reserved for the advocates of temperance 
reform (coercive teetotalism] to accuse a prom- 
inept temperance-reformer—a total-abstinence 
man, and as pure and upright a citizen as the 
country contains—of both these crimes because 
be dared to promulge what pe believes to be the 
most effective method of curing drunkenness! 

Again, itis the fact that. save in one or two 
New England States where there is no pre- 
dominance of foreigners with an imported taste 
for beer, prohibition of fermented liquors is im- 
possible. In the light of such a fact, such a 
suggesd n as that made by Dr. Crosby does not 
warrant the storm that has been ra about it. 
It is at least worthy of consideration; it at least 
demands respect and debate. 

The proposition and not the motives of him 
who offers it is up for consideranon. Is it 
better to have half aloaf than no vread?

These are the ques- 
tions that should occupy the attention and 
secure the verdict of the religious press.

The quo warranto Aldermanic case of Stauber 
vs. McGrath came up yesterday morning before 
the Judges of the Appeilate Court on a petition 
for writ of error. The case was beard last fall 
before Judge Moran, and a judgment of ouster 
entered against McGrath. An appeal was then 
taken to the Supreme Court, but it was receatly 
dismissed on the ground that the case should 
have A me taken from the Circuit to the Appel- 


late rt. 

Yesterday Judge Leffingweil, on behalf of Mo- 
Grath, filed his petition for a writ of error, and 
asked to have it made a supersedeas, His 

ods in brief were errors in giving instruc- 
tions, in excluding evidence as to the fairness 
and honesty of the recount of the ballots, and as 
to the reason why the returns were alte 
— and also lu excluding as evidence 
lots cast at the contested election in the 
Seventh Precinct of the Fourteenth Ward. 

Mr. Richard Prendergast appeared for Stau- 
ber, and ned his objections to the. granting of 
the supersedeas on the ground that such au up- 
plication rested in the discretion of tbe Court, 

and would not be granted without probable 
cause, and no probable cause had been shown in 
the present instance. Even it there had been 
error it would not avail, for the defendant had 
never proved himself entitied to the office. 
Moreover, a supersedeas would not be granted 
in such a case where the judgment of the Court 
below had been fully executed and the relator 
had already taken bis seat in the Council. The 
Judges took the papers and the application un- 
der advisement, and will decide the modon this 
morning.

J. A. CRONERITE. 

The habeas corpus case of J. A. Cronkhite, the 
Michigan banker, arrested on a charge of em- 
bezziement, came up before Judge Gardner yes- 
terday morning. The prisoner is a young man 
not far from 30 years of age, and looks as though 
bis occupation was log-cutting rather than deal- 
ing in notes and bonds. It appears that Cronk- 
hite and his father were jointly engaged in bank- 
ing at Norway and Quinnesec, and that a draft 
was bought at the latter place, drawn on the 
First National Bank here. It was dishonored, 
there being no funds here to meet 
it, and on this state of facts 
the charge of embezzlement was made. The 

rincipal witness was a Mr. A. C. Cook, a young 

awyer, who had presented the draft to the 

risoner, and the latter admitted having drawn 
t and received the money for it, but did not 
have any funds with which to pay it. There was 
also other evidence, very general in its charac- 
ter, however, ta the effect that numerous bills 
and other evidences of indebtedness had been 
presented to Cronighite which he had been un- 
able to pay, and that he had suddenly left Mich- 
igan in a very unceremonious manner.

statutes did not make embezziement such a 
crime as to bold Cronkhite under the evidence. 
He did not appear to have been the active agent 
of the bank at Quinnesec, where the draft was 
bought, and there was no evidence chat he 
received the money on it. On the whole, no 
probable cause had been shown sufficient to 
warrant the prisoner’s detention, and he would 
have to be discharged.

THE YEATON ESTATE. 

Judge Jameson yesterday morning rendered 
an opinion in the case of Yeaton vs. Yeaton, a 
bill for partition of /certain property. The land 
involved comprises twenty or thirty lots near 
the corner of Thirty-fifth and Burnside streets, 
as Many more at the coruer of Taylor and Wood 
streets,and about twenty acres in the north- 
western part of the city. The case was heard a 
year or so ago On a demurrer to the bill, and the 
bill was dismissed for want of equity. An appeal 
was then taken to the Appellate Court, where 
the decree of the Court below was reversed and 
the cause remanded. The decision of Me 3 
yeste accordingly followed os of the A 
pellate Court, holding that the decree of the 
Alexandria Court in 1851, by which the original 
settlement between W. C. Yeaton and his wife 
was materially shamed, was void, and gave 
Yeaton no rights thereunder. That neither the 
original d of settlement nor the decree had 
been followed in the steps under which Yeaton 
acquired title to the property in controversy. 
The decree could not operate to cut out the 
rights of children either born or unborn, and 

they must be held to have still preserved their 
rights in the p rty as against their father, 
and were entitied to a decree.
